CARRIED FUEL 
TO LAST 21 HOURS 


Possibility That They 
Passed Russian Objective 
Is Considered in Search 
for Them. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, July 7.—James Mat- 


tern and Bennett Griffin, missing 
between Berlin and Moscow on 
their. round-the-world flight, were 
still unreported at 11 a. m., St. 
Louis time, today. 

If they were still in the air at 
that time they had to come down, 
wherever they were, for that was 
the time beyond which the fuel 
they took aboard at Berlin would 
be exhausted. 

They had full tanks when they 
took off from Berlin at 2 p. m. (St. 
Louis time) yesterday., That was 
approximately 600 gallons, enough 
to keep them in the air 21 hours. 

Early this morning when the 
normal lying time between the 
two points had elapsed officials 
sent out inquiries to all the main 
points on the route which the fly- 
ers were to have followed. The ef- 
fort was unproductive. 

At the airport mechanics and 
others remained on duty all night 


and all day, but anxiety was in- 
creasing. 


Reports received here said the 
weather was favorable all along the 
route and experts said they believed 
the flyers either were forced down 
or passed Moscow during the night. 
The latter alternative they consid- 
ered not véry probable. 


There was a possibility that the 
“Century of Progress” might have 
come down between Berlin and 
Moscow. On the other hand, it 
was possible that Mattern and Grif- 
fin passed over Moscow in the night 
and drove on east toward Omsk, 
1600 miles farther along their 
route. 


They had no fuel depot at Mos- 
cow because the quality obtainable 
there was not satisfactory. There 
is, however, a supply awaiting them 
at Omsk. 


At 140 miles an hour, the ap- 
proximate speed they made from 
Harbor Grace to Berlin, they would 
have reached Omsk some time in 
the forenoon today, assuming they 
were still in the air. Communica- 
tion with Omsk is not of the best. 


The Kazan Airport, about three 
hours’ flying time. east .of Mos- 
cow, is ‘one of the points which 
reported no sign of the “Century 
of Progress.” Kazan is on the way 
to Omsk. 


Last Reported From Koenigsberg, 
Crossing Into Poland.

BERLIN, July 7.—German air 
police at Templehof Airdrome here 
were worried this morning when no 
reports had been received up to 9 
a. m. from the round-the-world fly- 
ers, James Mattern and Bennett 
Griffin, since they took off for 
Moscow yesterday evening. 


The only word of them was a be- 
lated dispatch from Koenigsberg 
this morn:ng which said they had 
crossed the German frontier into 
Poland at 12:02 a. m. They were 
sighted over Lake Wysztyt, near 
Hegelingen. 

The distance was covered by 
Wiley Post and Harold Gatty, last 
year’s round-the-world team, in a 
little less than nine hours. At 9 a. 
m. today Mattern and Griffin had 
been gone from here 12 hours. 

The newspaper Zwoelf Uhr Blatt 
said this morning its reports indi- 
cated the flyers faced unfavorable 
weather, with thunderstorms and 
rainstorms over Russia. 

The sun had already set when 
they left here at 9 p. m. (2 p. m. St. 
Louis time) last night and the re- 
ports then indicated good weather 
for the 950-mile trip. Both were in 
excellent spirits and said they were 
not tired after their long journey 
from America. When they took off 
here the flyers were nearly 11 hours 
ahead of the record made by Post 
and Gatty.

Republicans Ask Democrats 
Why They Don’t Start to 
Redeem Platform Pledge 
at Once. . : 


GLENN AND BINGHAM

Borah, Glass and Ashurst 
Join in With Sharp Re- 
torts — Beer Vote Peti- 
tion to Garner. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 7.—With 
two or more Senators often talking 
at once and Vice President Curtis 
rapping vigorously for order, a 
sharp prohibition debate filled with 
wisecracks broke out today in the 


Senate. 
Democrats were baited by wet 
Republicans, who inquired when 
and exactly how they proposed to 
carry out the repeal and beer plank 
adopted by their party at Chicago. 
In the sharp repartee two Demo- 
cratic Senators—Ashurst of Ari- 
zona and Glass of Virginia—made 
it plain that, while their platform 
declares for immediate modifica- 
tion of the Volstead act to permit 
non-intoxicating beer, the question 
of what alcoholic content consti- 
tutes an intoxicant will have to be 
settled to their satisfaction first. 


Ashurst and Glenn. 

Ashurst told the Senate the 
Democrats could not carry out their 
prohibition repeal plank until they 
had a majority in Congress. 

His statement came in answer 
to a question from Senator Glenn 
(Rep.), Illinois, an anti-prohibi- 
tionist, after Ashurst had asked 
that attempts to add beer and farm 
relief riders to the home loan 
banking bill be dropped. 

Glenn promptly read the Demo- 
cratic prohibition plank and asked: 
“What does your party propose 
to do and when to carry out this 
plank?” 
Ashurst retorted: The first 
thing it proposes to do is to do up 
the Republican party,” adding that 
“until the Democrats have a ma- 
jority there is no use to try.” 
Borah Joins in. 
Glenn shot back that some of 
the Republicans were ready to 
join in putting it over, asserting 
that their votes and the Demo- 
cratic tallies would pass it. 
Senator Borah, in the laughter 
that followed this exchange, asked 
Glenn: “Does the Republican party 
plan to furnish the votes to carry 
out the Democratic platform?” 
Glenn replied that there was 
precedent for Republicans voting 
with the Democrats, referring to 
the independents’ breaks from Re- 
publican ranks, 
Borah retaliated with the asser- 
tion that “the only time you do 
this is when liquor is involved.” 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
said “the Democratic platform did 
not require any Democratic Senator 
to agree to the nonsense of at- 
taching a beer or a near-beer bill 
to the home loan bank bill.” 
Ashurst introduced a proposed 
constitutional amendment provid- 
ing that amendments to the Con- 
stitution be ratified by direct vote 
of the people in three-fourths of 
the states, rather than by Legisla- 
tures or conventions. He said it 
was the same resolution he of- 
fered more than 10 years ago and 
saw beaten in the Senate. 


Lewis Adds Froth. 
During the debate, Senator 
Lewis (Dem.), Illinois, asked As- 
hurst if he were trying to “exclude 
the froth from this discussion.” 

J don’t think it is possible to 
exclude the froth from any par- 
liamentary body,” Ashurst re- 
plied. 

Questioned by Senator Bingham 
(Rep.), Connecticut, sponsor of 
the beer amendment which was 
not yet before the Senate for de- 
bate, Ashurst said: 
„I stand for the Democratic 
platform without equivocation or 
hesitation.” 

“I do not believe any Democrat 
anywhere,” he added, “will seek 
through evasion or double dealing 
to dodge the plain specific declar- 
ation of the platform. But the 
Democrats will reserve for them- 
selves to say what would be the 
appropriate time to carry out that 
platform.”

conference report on the Garner- 
Wagner relief bill, containing 8 
provision which President Hoover 


has indicated will lead to a veto, 
was adopted today by the House. 

The vote to adopt the report 
was 202 to 157, with Republican 
lines breaking. 

Thirty-five Republicans and the 
one Farmer-Labor member joined 
166 Democrats in voting for the 
bill. Two Democrats and 155 Re- 
publicans voted against it. Coch- 
ran (Dem.) of St. Louis voted for 
the bill and Dyer and Niedringhaus, 
Republicans, against it. 

The report now goes to the Sen- 
ate, where Republican leaders plan 
to expedite action so that, in the 
event of a veto, a new measure can 
be worked out quickly to permit 
adjournment of Congress. 

Mr. Hoover opposed the provis- 
ion sponsored by Speaker Garner 
to authorize the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to make loans 
to all persons on adequate security. 

The bill increases the capital of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration from two billion dollars 
to $3,800,000,000 and provides a 
$322,000,000 highway and building 
construction program. 

The conference reported a $2,- 
122,000,000 measure, including the 
provision that loans may be made 
to all persons having adequate se- 
curity. 

President Hoover is opposed to 
the provision and has strongly in- 
dicated he would veto the mea- 
sure if it was retained. 

“Earmarks of Mills.”

Smith’s statement confirms my 
confidence that he would support 
the Democratic party.” 

The Roosevelt forces had said 
little about rumors that Smith 
might not support the nominee 
whose selection he fought so bit- 
terly, but it was no secret that 
until he spoke the Roosevelt camp 
was worried. Every Rooseveit 
leader and Roosevelt himself had 
pleaded for harmony and a united 
party.

Among the reports was one that 
France and Germany had agreed 
on a formula settling the “war 
guilt” issue by writing into the 
treaty, which will close the repa- 
rations conferénce here, a phrase 
to the effect that it “completely 
replaces all previous reparations 
agreements,” 

The treaty of Versailles, in the 
article dealing with reparations, re- 
quires Germany to assume the 
blame for the World War. This 
stigma has been more irritating to 
Germany than any other part of 
the treaty. 

The reported compromise on this 
formula was said to have been 
matched by an agreement that Ger- 
many will make a final payment on 
reparations of just under 3,000,- 
000,000 marks, which amounts to 
about $750,000,000. 

The legal minds of the several 
delegations continued their work 
on the outline of a treaty by which 
théy hoped to iron out the difficul- 
ties in a manner satisfactory to all 
interests.

The witnesses were Nicholas 
Murphy, an assistant cashier of the 
Chase National Bank, and Jerome 
Lewine and Sherman M. Bijur, with 
whose brokerage firm, the records 
showed, Kreuger opened an account 
under his personal guarantee in 
August, 1931. 

Bought on Market. 

The account, Lewine and Bijur 
testified, confined its operations to 
Kreuger & Toll American certifi- 
cates, which were brought on a fall- 
ing market. It was opened under 
the name of Mercator, a European 
subsidiary of the Kreuger interests. 

It was opened, the partners said, 
with 26,000 shares of Kreuger & 
Toll American certificates, then 
selling at around $18 and therefore 
representing about $460,000. 

By purchases from time to time, 
the number of certificates was in- 
creased so that on Feb. 14, the ac- 
count held 51,500. The purchase 
prices ranged from $18 downward 
to $13.75. : 

About 20,000 certificates were 
sold by the brokers on Feb. 14 at 
$5. The rest were dumped on the 
market the next day at prices 
ranging from $1.87% to 32.50. 

$26,000 Still Owed. 

The approximate $800,000 logs 
appeared to have been made up of 
the $450,000 m certificates de- 
posited at the start, plus three pay- 
ments at various times into the ac- 
count, one of $55,000 from the 
Central Hanover Bank and Trust 
Co., $200,000 from the Guaranty 
Trust Co. and $75,000 from A. 
Iselin & Co. in addition, Lewine 
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brokerage firm about $26,000. 
Murphy testified that records of 
the Chase National Bank showed 
Kreuger & Toll, as well as Merca- 
tor, had paid several large amounts

The letter, addressed to her 
brother and written just be- 
fore she invaded Jurges’ hotel room 
yesterday and shot him twice, 
blamed Kiki Cuyler, Cub outfielder, 
and Lew Steadman for breaking up 
her romance. She advised her 
brother. Mike Popovich, a Chicago 
Y. M. C. A. employe, that she 
planned to kill Jurges and herself. 

„To me life without Billy isn’t 
worth living,” the letter read in 
part, “but why should I leave this 

earth alone. Im going to take 
Billy with me. We were getting 
along famously, just as everything 
should go, but a few people like 
Kiki Cuyler and Lew Steadman for- 
got there might be anything fine 
and beautiful in our love for each 
other and dragged it in the mud. 
I know what I’m doing is best for 
me and I hate to do it, but ? ? ?” 

Cuyler denied he had interfered 
with the romance except to admit 
that Jurges asked his advice and 
that he told him he was “too young 
to think of love.” 

“I merely told him he was too 
young in the game yet,” Cuyler 
said. “I told him he should get 
established in baseball first and 
then think of love.” 

Neither the girl nor Jurges is 
in a serious condition. Jurges suf- 
fered two wounds, one bullet en- 
tering his right side, grazing a rib 
and piercing the right shoulder and 
the other ripping the flesh around 
the little finger of his left hand. 
Miss Valli was shot in the left 
hand.

James “Red” McGee, a former 
policeman, and Vernie Larkin, 
reputed henchmen of Edward 
“Spike” O'Donnell, were killed. 


Two gunmen invaded the Del 
Rio roadhouse, operated by Me- 
Gee, and killed McGee and Larkin 
with shotguns. 4 third man, 
George Vanderklaw, a waiter, was 
seriously wounded in trying to get 
out of the line of fire. 

The killers escaped in an auto- 
mobile and the police failed to 
obtain a good description of them 
from witnesses. 

Trouble on the South Side, after 
a period of quiet, opened up again 
a few weeks ago when Charles 
O’Donnell, a brother of „Spike,“ 
was killed by machine gun bul- 
lets. A few days later Gus Pa- 
celli was killed in a resort oper- 
ated by opponents of the O’Don- 
nell crowd. 

Police said last night’s killings 
may have been in retaliation for 
Pacelli’s death. Larkin was once 
a bodyguard for O'Donnell. 

The Del Rio was formerly op- 
erated by “Buck” Weaver, former 
Chicago baseball player. In one 
room of the resort the police said 
they found a bar and a supply of 
liquor. 

Less than 24 hours before he 
died McGee told his wife he feared 
assassination. The police said 
cards found in his. desk indicated 
he was an agent for a cemetery 
workers’ union, and suggested 
the possibility labor trouble may 
have been involved. 


Man Found Shot Dead at Road- 
side Near Belvidere, Il.

BELVIDERE, III., July 7.—An 
unidentified man was found shot 
to death on a roadside near here 
yesterday, two bullets through his 
head.

The reference was to a meeting 
of the National Prohibition Board 
of Strategy and the National Con- 
ference of Organizations Supporting 
the Eighteenth Amendment to be 
held at Washington. These include 
representatives of all major dry or- 
ganizations. 

Borah's name had been presented 
to the convention and an enthusi- 
astic ovation followed. Convention 
leaders hurriedly consulted Borah 
by telephone, anxious not to em- 
barrass him or hamper the efforts 
of leaders of other dry organiza- 
tions to draw him into the presi- 
dential field. Their statement fol- 
lowed. 

Miss Ethel Hubler of California, 
who offered Borah’s name to the 
convention, described him as a man 
“who is a radical dry at all times 
and under all circumstances, a man 
who is personally something of an 
agnostic, who does not smoke, 
drink, chew or play cards, a man 
whose election to the presidency 
would sound the death knell of the 
liquor traffic and all forms of po- 
litical cowardice.” 

Summary of Platform. 

Before last night’s session of 
the convention, a platform was 
adopted which included a declar- 
ation for American adherence to 
the world court. Borah has long 
been an opponent of such action. 

The prohibition plank opposes 
the repeal or weakening of the 
eighteenth amendment, and con- 
dems the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties for “their present 
determination to repeal that 
‘amendment on the excuse that it 
cannot be enforced.” 

Another plank advocates the 
“purchase by the Government of 
levally issued bonds of states and 
sub-divisions thereof ... paying 


therefor by the issue of legal ten- 


der Treasury notes... such bonds 
to be gradually retired by repay- 
ment to the Government.“ 

Another plank recommends the 
creation of an economic council 
for the consideration of such 
measures as regulation of the 
stock exchange and boards of 
trade; stabilization of wage sched-

Such an undertaking by the 
United States Government 


makes the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration the most gigantic 
banking and pawn broking ‘busi- 
ness in all history. 

There are 48 states and 16,- 
000 municipalities who could 
under its terms dump their re- 


sponsibilities upon the Federal 


Government. The purpose to 
take care of unemployment dis- 
tress in such centers is provided 
for in the proposals of employ- 
ment and loans to the states. 
The Spéakcr’s proposal in no 
sense contributes to relieve such 
distress. It would compel the 
Reconstruction Corporation to 


attempt to deal with millions of 


people in terms of hundreds of 
thousands of small and large 
loans. 

It would result in dumping a 
vast amount of doubtful private 
and corporation debts on the 
Federal Treasury to no nation- 
al purpose of relieving unem- 
ployment.

No group of seven men can s0 
organize as not to discriminate 
unfairly between competitive 
enterprises.

The board of the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation, except one ab- 
sent member, informs me unan- 
imously that the making of 
loans to individuals is totally 
unworkable. It would under- 
mine Federal credit and bring 
a vast increase in unemploy- 
ment. 

Impossible of Execution.“ 

I wish to emphasize what it 
means. Such a proposal means 
that the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation is to take over an 


impossible task and most diffi- 


cult part of the banking busi- 
ness that is to deal with the 
doubtful credits in the whole 
United States. 

To carry out such a purpose it 
would be necessary, as I have 
said, for the board of seven men 
to set up branch banks in prac- 
tically every community and to 
direct their operations from 
Washington. It would be de- 
pendent upon men in these 
thousand branches. 

The task of organization and 
of finding competent personnel 
would not be a matter“ of 
months but of years. From an 
organization and administrative 
standpoint it is self-evident that 


the proposal is impossible of 


execution, and huge losses and 
great scandals must inevitably 
result from any attempt to do 
90. 

Any attempt to carry out such 
a law under these circumstances 
must mean the squandering of 
hundreds of milions of dollars 
of public funds. 


The board would be flooded 
with hundreds of thousands of 
applications. There would be 
serious interference, if not a 
complete breakdown, of the 
vital activities it is now carry- 
ing on under high pressure. 

And there will be disappoint- 
ment on the parts of hundreds 
and thousands of individuals 
and thousands of businesses who 
will have been led to believe 
that the credit of the United 
States Government was made 
available for their individual 
purposes. There will be inevita- 


dle discriminations. The organ- 


ization would be subject to 
predatory corporations and in- 
terests everywhere. 

Aside from the utter imprac- 
ticability of the proposal, ho 
funds, or totally inadequate 
funds, ate provided for the 
making of these loans. 


No Additional Funds. 

The bill as it came from the 
Senate provided for increasing 
the authority of the Reconstruc- 
Corporation to 
borrow dy $1,500,000,000 for 
certain self-liquidating con- 
struction projects enumerated in 
the bill. Presumably the Sen- 
ate did not provide more than 
it thought was necessary for 
these purposes. Not one penny 
is to be added for the making 
of these individual, private, cor- 
poration and public loans. 

In other words, the Recon- 
struction Corporation is to be 
charged with a duty which is 
impossible to carry out in prac- 
tice, and it is to be furnished 
with no additional funds with 
which to make the loans unless 
the Senate unemployment proj- 
ects are to be abandoned.

Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration were increased from $2,- 
000,000,000 to $3,800,000,000. 
Of this the corporation must 
borrow $38,300,000,000. The 
corporation can only borrow 
such sum because its debentures 
are guaranteed by the United 
States, or, in other words, be- 
cause the credit of the United 
States is pledged to secure its 
obligations. 

To sell any such vast amount 
of securities at a time like this 
is a 4ifficult enough task, 
strong as is the credit of the 
United States Government. But 
it can only be done and done 
without danger to breakdown 
of the credit of the Government 
if the purposes for which the 
funds are to be used are eco- 
nomically sound and if the loans 
be made under such safeguards 

that they will be repaid, in or- 
der that the transactions will 
not constitute a charge on the 
general fund of the Treasury 
and the taxpayers. 

But if these funds are to be 
squandered by the making of 
loans for every conceivable pur- 
pose, with inadequate safe- 
guards, it will at once become 
evident that the credit of the 
Government is being misused. 

We have sought during these 
difficult times to maintain as a 
pillar of unassailable strength 
the credit of the United States 
Government. It is not too much 
to say that the measure proposed 
and intzisted upon even to the 
extent of defeat of relief legis- 
lation by thé Speaker of the 
House threatens the credit of 
the United States Government 
and disaster to our people. The 
proposal violates eve sound 
principle of public finance and 
of government. 

My objection to the second 
proposal of placing $100,000,- 
000 at the disposal of the Presi- 
dent was that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should not make direct 
charitable gifts to individuals, 
and that such responsibility 
should not be placed on the 
President. A further objection 
is that the $200,000,000 of loans 
to states were allocated on a 
population basis, or $1.66 per 
capita. A large part of the 
states are able to take care of 
their own and to finance their 
relief needs, and probably three- 
foufths of the total amount

Furthermore, loans are to be 
made to states solely on the 
certificate of the Governor and 
administered solely by him. 
There is no precaution that the 
funds are to be administered 
under the ordinary checks and 
supervisions of the state gov- 
ernments or Federal Govern- 
ment. To allocate such large 
sums to a public official with- 
out restriction or the necessity

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WALL ST. BANKS LEND 
‘ALT, OF RESOURCES 


Midyear Statefnents Show De- 
crease; Few Requests Giv- 
en as Reason.

NEW YORK, July 7.— The mid - 
year condition statements of Wall 
Street banks indicate that the five 
largest were lending about $43 out 
of every $100 they have in re- 
sources. : 3 

On a percentage basis the loans 
were somewhat less than one year 


principally to the dearth of loan 
requests from corporations to 
which they would willingly lend 
money, in view of the low volume 
of business activity and the small 
amount of credit needed to carry 
it on. 

The five largest New York City 
banks—Chase National, National 


Trust and Irving Trust—report ag- 
gregate resources, as of June 30, 
last, amounting to $5,747,000,000. 
Their loans stood at $2,476,000,000 
and they had a total of $1,164,000,- 
000 invested in Government bonds. 
Their cash totaled an aggregate of 
$1,039,900,000. 

One year ago their loans stood 
at $3,751,000,000 and they had an 
aggregate of $1,010,000,000 invest- 
ed in Government obligations while 
their cash total $1,601,000,000. 

The ratio of loans to resources 
showed that they had placed 
roughly $47 of every 3100 re- 
sources in loans last summer, 
against $43 out of every $100 this 
summer. 

The shrinkage in total resources 
over the 12 months—from 37. 
885,000,000 to $5,747,000,000—re- 
flects the general process of defla- 
tion. Collateral loans have deen 
deflated and many straight com- 
mercial loans have been paid off. 
and not renewed. This action has 
been reflected in a decline in de- 
posits. When a bank lends money 
to an individual, he ordinarily pays 
the money out and the person to 
whom he pays, deposits the money 
in a bank. So when banks extend 
credit, bank deposits increase. As 
funds are used to pay off loans, 
bank deposits decrease. 

In the last three months, the 
drop in bank loans and total re- 
sources has been slower than it was 
in the nine preceding months. Sim- 
larly there has been a smaller de- 
cline in bank deposits. 

Bankers are showing keen inter- 
est in the proposal that banks and 
business concerns utilize the form 
of credit known as trade accept- 
ances more widely. The effect, it 
is argued, should be to expand 
credit and bank deposits.

of proper accounting and audit- 
ing is unheard of. 

As to the third point, that is 
the provisions to spend addi- 
tional $322,000,000 on public 
works, my objections were that 
the cost of these works ulti- 
mately comes from the tax- 
payer and will produce a defi- 
cit in the budget by just the 
amount expended; that it dis- 
cards to the winds every effort 
made to balance the budget. 
Many of the works designed are 
remote from centers of unem- 
ployment. The technicians of 
the Government state that it 
would give during the year an 
average direct employment to 
less than 100,000 out of a total 
of 8,600,000 unemployed. 

It was, however, possible to 
reach a fair adjustment of the 
proposal as to  $300,000,000 
loans to the states which may 
be unable to relieve distress, 
and to protect the Treasury in 
large measure in the matter of 
the $322,000,000 of non-pro- 
iductive public works. We are 
in agreement in the provision 
’ of temporary loans by the 
Reconstruction Corporation to 
finance $1,600,000,000 of pro- 
ductive construction work for 
the unemployed. 

There is unquestioned need 
for the passage of legislation 
to take care of unemployment 
and such cases of destitution 
as the resources of the states 
are unable to meet. I have rec- 
ommended such legislation. 

While I am determined that 
there shall be relief logisia- 
tion at this session of Congress, 
I cannot accopt the proposal 
up to now insisted upon by 
Speaker Garner as a condition 
to securing his support, for I 
do not propose to further in- 
crease unemployment by such 
disastrous action as is now pro- 
posed through jeopardizing the 
whole credit of the Govern- 
ment and laying our people 
open to covery kind of injustice 
and loss.

This message was contained in a 
white paper iead by Acting Premier 
Stanley Baldwin in Parliament, in 
which it was stated that the Brit- 
ish Government desired to contrib- 
ute all it could to effect practical 
application of the Hoover proposal. 

Professing a desire to associate 
itself with Mr. Hoover’s conceptions 
of the problem, the British Govern- 
ment said it had put into practice a 
standard of land disarmament that 
more than covered Mr. Hoover's 
aims. 


As for air service, the White 
paper countered the Hoover pro- 
posal to eliminate bombing planes, 
with a proposal for complete prohi- 
bition of all bombing from the air, 
“say within limits to be laid down 
as precisely as possible by an in- 
ternational commission,” attacks 
upon civilian population would be 
entifely prohibited under the Brit- 
ish idea. 
“As regards the navy. Baldwin 
said, it is not practicable for 
Great Britain to cut down the num- 
ber of naval units below certain 
points, but if there is a limit to 
numerical reduction it is possible 
and highly desirable to secure by 
other means a large diminution in 
naval armament. 
“The gun caliber at present is 
far too high and could be ‘reduced 
by one-third in new capital ships 
and cruisers. 
“The capital ships could then be 
reduced to 22,000 tons and 11-inch 
guns, and the cruisers from 10,000 
tons with 8-inch guns, to 7000 tons 
with 6.1-inch guns.“ 
Submarines should be abolished, 
Baldwin said, but he declared if 
that could not be accomplished 
their size should be reduced to 250 
tons. 
On this naval reduction system. 
aircraft carriers could be reduced 
to 22,000 tons and 6.1-inch guns 
and destroyer tonnage reduced one- 
third. 
The Government statement was 
made by Baldwin in his capacity as 
acting Prime Minister in the ab- 
sence of Premier MacDonald at 
Lausanne. The white paper was 
read textually by the head of the 
Government. 
The white paper said there 
should be a strict limitation upon 
unladen weight of all military and 
naval aircraft with the exception 
of troop carriers and flying boats, 
as well as restriction in the num 
bers of all kinds of military and 
naval aircraft. 
Thus it was evident that the British 
Government welcomea the Hoover 
proposals and agreed with them in 
many particulars, but preferred to 
achieve a large diminution in nayal 
armaments by reduction of tonnage 
and gun calibers, rather than 
numerical reduction of naval units. 
British Naval Proposals. 
The British naval proposals read: 
“The Government of the United 
Kingdom puts forward for imme- 
diate adoption by international 
agreement this set of proposals re- 
lating to the navies of the world. 
“1. Reduce the maximum size of 
any future capital ship to 22,000 
tons, and the maximum caliber of 
the guns carried to 11 inches. 
“2. Reduce the maximum size of

The sale was arranged on long- 
term credit and the corporation 


‘and the Federal Farm Board, which 


owned the wheat, were severely 
criticised recently before a con- 
gressional committee on that score 
and because of the allegation that 
China had resold some of it for 
cash. 

In fact, Milnor said, the wheat 
was distributed by the Chinese Na- 
tional Flood Relief Commission to 
starving peasants in exchange for 
labor on the dikes and levies of 
the Yangtze River Valley. It made 
possible the construction or repair 
of more than 2000 miles of flood 
protection. His information was 
contained in a report by M. 8. 
Briggs, corporation representative 
in Shanghai. 

Laborers Got Wheat. 

“Contrary to the general belief 
that the commission simply dealt 
out wheat or flour to starving refu- 
gees,” Briggs wrote, “it organized 
a vast army of over a million la- 
borers who were willing to ex- 
change work for the wheat or 
flour. * All ‘the relief 
wheat and flour was handled under 


this arrangement. 


“What is quite pertinent to us is 
the fact that it is estimated that 
over 2,000,000 Chinese have been 
positively converted from rice eat- 
ers to wheat consumers, and it is 
felt that they had been permanent- 
ly converted, because, I understand, 
these people have learned that they 
can do more work over a longer 
period of time on less wheat than

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THREE-CENT LETTER POSTAGE. 

Until yesterday, 2-cent letter postage had been an 
established policy of the Postoffice Department since 
1885, except for a war-time interval of about two 
years. The latter increase to 3 cents was in keeping 
with the time. Bverything—wages, rent, wheat—was 
going up, and it was only natural that letter rates 
should do the same. It was a minor inconvenience 
of the period, like meatless days, sugar rationing and 
the shortage of silk shirts. Now, however, all costs 
(save taxes) are on the toboggan and incomes are re- 
duced, yét the letter writer must pay 50 per cent 
more for mailing his niissives, The public will, how- 
ever, accept the increase as a needful emergency 
measure, like the group of taxes that took effect two 
weeks ago. Wholly inexcusable in normal times, de- 
spite the steadily mounting postal deficits, the in- 
crease has become a necessary action, to be borne 
during the Treasury’s fiscal crisis. 

The Postoffice estimates an increase of $130,000,000 
in revenue from the new rate. This allows for a 1 
per cent loss in mail volume because of the 3 
and a transfer of 5 per cent of volume from first 
class mail to third class, br circular, mail. However, 
this alone will not prevent a deficit, which was esti- 
mated at $200,000,000 for the fiscal year just ended. 
Some $50,000,000 more will be saved in wages under 
the economy bill, providing for furloughs or pay cuts 
for Federal employes.

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MORE ROOM ON THE HIGHWAYS. 

A Declaration of Independence for harassed auto 
mobile drivers in the St. Louis district should have 
been written on this Fourth of July.. The State High- 
way Commission has the means to write it, and 
should be speedily convinced of the necessity. _ 

The pronouncement should read somewhat as fol- 
lows: Wider roads; underpasses at all main inter- 
sections; more routés; elimination of bad curvés and 
grades and blind‘ spots. “Wider roads” does not 


mean gargantuan highways at this time, but room 


for four lanes of traffic, or possibly six, where only 
two lanes creep along now. “More roads” is not a 
call for cluttering up a peaceful suburban countryside 
with busy thoroughfares, but a demand for greater 
diversity of routes in the adjacent counties, to break 
up the bulk of travel.

His chief work has 
deen to compute the speeds, masses, directions and 
compositions of astronomical bodies by spectroscopic 
analyses of their lights. Now that he has quit the 
observatory which crowns the bluff above College 
Camp, overlooking blue Lake Geneva in Southern 
Wisconsin, Dr. Frost is to devote himself to the 
writing of an autobiography. It should be an ex- 
citing tale. The white-haited scientist-philosopher, 
whose unseelng eyes have gone on discerning the 
mysteries of a realm that most of us do not see even 
remotely, has a story that warrants thé telling.

Miss 
Grace Abbott, chief of the Federal Children’s Bureau, 
points out that the chance for itinerants to pick up’ 
odd jobs has disappeartd, for all communities re- 
serve these for their own unemployed, Unless the 
ambitious youth has arranged im advance for work, 
weariness and disillusionment will be the probable 
results of his wanderings.

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America and the Lausanne Conference

T may be said that an economic solution 
[cs the reparations problem has deen 


reachéd at Lausanne, and that what re- 


mains to be done is to adapt the solution to 


popular sentiment in the various countries. 


‘Thus it is agreed that Germany should not 


be asked to pay anything for at least three 
years. It is agreed that the payments she 
makes thereafter must be so small that the 
whole of it Would not at the outside be equal 
to much more than two annuities ont of 60- 
odd called fer under the Young plan. It is 
agreed that these small payments shall be 
due only if or when in the judgment of a 
neutral body, the World Bank at Basel, Ger- 
many can borrow the money to make them. 

Although there is still some dispute as to 
the exact amount which Germany is to 
promise she will try to borrow, the creditors 


“appear to have committed themselves to 
three principles: no payments for three 


years, a small cash payment as a final settle- 
ment, this cash settlement to be made only 
if German credit is good enéugh to permit 
the sale of her bonds. Once the creditors 
agree to these principles at Lausanne, they 
Will, of course, mark the upper limit of any 
demand they car evér again make upon 
Germany. More than this the creditors will 
not obtain, whether or not the agreement is 
ratified by, the various parliaments. 

Henceforth, Germany's Nability under 
reparations cannot be larger than the inter- 
est and amortization on a loan of about 
$750,000,000. The German taxpayér might 
have to find about $100,000,000 fer 10 years, 
Under the Young plan, he had to find five 
times as much for 36 years and nearly four 
times as much for another 20 years. 

* * „ 

The proposed settlement would bring to 
an end the existing reparation system. This 
system was arranged so that Germany 
should pay the whole debt owéd by the 
Allies to the United States and a small sur- 
plus, most of which went to France. 

Under the LauSanne proposals, Germany 
would at the outside pay enough to cover 
three European payments to the United 
States, and even these payments would not 
begin for three years and would be con- 
tingent upon Germany's ability to berrow 
the money. It is plain, therefore, that if the 
creditors Make this agreement at Lausanne, 
they will emerge having virtually canceled 
what is owed to them and still obligated to 
pay all that they owe to the United States. 

It is easy to see why M. Herriot, who on 
paper at least has made the largest conces- 
sions, is standing out for an agreement that 
the plan should not be ratified in Europe 
until there is a settlement with the United 
States. But what, in fact, would this mean? 
It would mean that M. Merriot would not, 
on this issue, have to. risk defeat in the 
French Chamber during the néxt six months, 
M. Herriot will have plenty of other trou- 
bles, and it would be cruel to ask him to do 
se unpopular a thing as to forgive France's 
debtor while France's creditor is adamant. 

Besides relieving M. Herriot of a politicat 
embarrassment, the effect of suspending 
ratification. would be twofold: It would de- 
lay the restoration ot German credit and it 
would make it a little more difficult to 
with the American Congress.

In dealing with the United States, there 
can de little deubt that Congress would be 
most firm if the impression were created 
that Europe had contrived a situation in 
which America must yield or take the blame 
for prolonging the financial disorder. The 
temper of Congress is such that it is most 
likely to be magnanimous if there is no 
moral compulsion from Europe. I do not 
think any competent American observer 
would dispute the statement that the most 
promising way to deal with America is for 
Europe to make the settlement now con- 
templated at Lausanne, and then to open 
negotiations here. 

This procedure involves no financial risk. 
For the Durepean creditors cannot get any 
more out of Germany just because they fail 
to get complete relief from America. On the 
other hand, if they arrive to negotiate, hav- 
ing burned their bridgés and solved the 
problem in Europe, their moral position here 
will be invincible. 
to their conviction that the prompt liquida- 
tion of the war debts is desirable, and that 
the whole agitation does not conceal hidden 
political maneuvers, It will cost them noth.

While stating the Democratic 
gubernatorial contest had not en- 
tered into the dismissal, Lee said, 
in referring to Gibbany, that he had 
discovered “I had in my employ 
not only Mr. Wilson’s confidential 
adviser, as he called him, but was 
also furnishing him (Wilson) with a 
secretary at state. expense. 

“Gossip” in Newspapers. 

The superintendent said his 
statement of his reason for Gib- 
bany’s discharge, which has been 
unexplained since the latter's re- 
moval, was prompted by political 
gossip” in newspapers supporting 
Wilson, that Gibbany was di- 
charged for political reasons. 

Lee refused to make public cor- 
respondence in his possession, 
which he said had passed between 
Gibbany and Wilson. He said he 
would not make it public unless 
I am forced to do so, although it 
would make fine political reading.“ 
He said the nature of the corre- 
spondence was such that he imme- 
diately discharged Gibbany. 

The superintendent said he had 
discovered the correspondence sev- 
eral weeks ago and dismissed Gib- 
bany, but reinstated him  condi- 
tionally. The conditions were not 
carried out, Lee said, and Gibbany 
again was discharged. 

While Lee refused to divulge the 
contents of the correspondence, he 
indicated Gibbany had been fur- 
nishing ‘Wilson with information 
which would aid him in his cam- 
paign. 

Letter From Gibbany. 

In the interim between the two 
discharges, Lee said Gibbany had 
written him a letter in which he 
stated, Lee said, that “I realized 1 
had overstepped my limitation as 
a member of your department in 
planning with Senator Wilson for 
the development and use of propa- 
ganda wihch would not only tend 
to prejudice the rural voters against 
Senator Dearmont’s nomination, 
but. which would reflect unfavora- 
bly and unjustly on your work as 
State Superintendent of Public 
Schools,” 

Gibbany promised, Lee asserted, 
that he would ask Wilson not to 
use in the campaign any of the 
“propaganda” furnished by him. 

Gibbany refused to comment 
when he was reached by telephone 
at Albany, Mo. “Let Lee do all of 
the talking,” Gibbany said. 1 
won't make any comment. Let any 
statement he wants to make go. 
I don’t see why he won't let the 
thing rest.“ 

Wilson, reached by telephone at 
Moberly, said he had corresponded 
with Gibbany and might have some 
statement to make later, after he 
had examined his correspondence 
files.

FREDERICK H. NEWELL DIES 
Engineer Helped Found U. 8. Rec- 
lamation Service.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Funeral 
services will be held here today for 
Frederick H. Newell, one of the. 
founders of the United States 
Reclamation Service and of the 
American Association of Engineers, 
who died in his office yesterday 
from a heart attack. Burial will 
be at Needham, Mass. 
Born in Bradford, Pa., in 1862, 
Newell became attached to the 
United States Geological Survey in 
1888 after being graduated from 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology.

HE premature death of Alex- 
ander III advanced the outburst. 
of the revolutio&€& by at least 25 
years, The Marxian historians are 
certain not to find this statement 
to their liking but one must not 
forget that each throne is only as 
strong as its weakest mainstay. 
Beginning with October, 1894, 
three chief protagonists loomed in 
the arena of Russian internal 
strife: the Czar, the imperial fam- 
ily and the patron saints of the 
revolution. The sympathies of the 
remaining one hundred and fifty 
million odd Russians swung be- 
tween throne and anarchy and it 
depended entirely on the cleverness 
of either one of the two adversaries 
to secure their somewhat lukewarm 
support. , 
I shall commence with the im- 


at perial family, which is appropriate 


because the lack of experience of 
Nicholas II made him solicit first 
of all the advice of his relatives. 
I have dealt upon several occasions 
with the different members of the 
family. This time I shall draw an 
unbiased characteristic of those 
who had reached maturity by 1894. 

Nicholas JI had three living 
granduncles, brothers of his grand- 
father, Emperor Alexander II: 
Grand Duke Constantin Nicholae- 
vich, who had retired by that time 
to his estate in the Crimea and was 
enjoying the companionship of his 
former ballerina; 


H mi tather— Who was presiding 
er the Imperial Council and who 
was also Inspector-General ot the 
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the great day. Our wedding was

oath of allegiance eight years previous, this pafticular place being 
chosen as a concession to my superstitious hatted for St. Petersburg. 

The procedure of dressing Xenia, supervised by the Empress and 
the eldest ladies-in-waiting, lasted three hours.

Russian Artillery. Of the thrée my 
father had by far the widest gov- 
ernmental experience, his twenty- 
two years at the head of the Cau- 
casian administration having taught 
him the science of ruling. He 
would have made an ideal adviser 
‘for the young Czar had it not been 
for his unyielding attitude of an old 
disciplinarian. His grandnephew 
was his sovereign: as such he had 
to be obeyed implicitly. 

Next in line came the four im- 
perial uncles, who were the four 
brothers of the late Czar Alexander 


I. 

Grand Duke Viadimir Alexandro- 
vich, father of the present pre- 
tender to the throne, Grand Duke 
Cyril, possessed a hidden talent for 
all arts. He painted well, he was 
a patron of the ballet and the orig- 
inal financial backer of Mr. Sergei 
Diaghileff, he collected ancient 
ikons, he visited Paris twice a year, 
and he adored giving elaborate par- 
ties at his splendid palace in Czar- 
skoie-Selo. A kind-hearted man. 
he fell a victim to his eccentrici- 
ties. A stranger meeting Grand 
Duke Vladimir Alexandrovich was 
certain to be taken aback by the 
roughness and by, the shouting 
voice of this grand seigneur of Rus- 
sia. He treated the younger grand 


dukes with a maximum of con- 


tempt. None of us could have ne- 
gaged him in conversation unless 
prepared to discuss subjects of art 
or the finesses of French cooking. 
His visits to Paris meant a red-let- 
ter day for the chefs and maitres- 
d'hotel of the Ville Lumiere, for 
after making a terrific row about 
the “inadequacy” of the menu he 
would invariably finish the evening 
by putting a lavish tip in every 
hand capable of being stretched 
out. By virtue of his age and birth 
he occupied the important post of 
commander of the Imperial Guard 
Corps, although he resented the in- 
terference of military duties with 
his pursuit of the arts.

Alexis Alexandrovich, was ad- 

mitted to be the best-looking 
man in the imperial family, al- 
though I am afraid his tremendous 
weight would have handicapped 
him with the modern girls. A man 
of the world to his finger tips, a 
Beau Brummell and a bon vivant 
hopelessly spoiled by women, parti- 
cularly by those of Washington, D. 
C., he traveled a great deal. The 
necessity of spending a year away 
from Paris would have caused him 
to resign his post. He had a post. 
Strange as it may seem, he was 
the Grand Admiral of the Russian 
Navy. His knowledge of naval af- 
fairs could not have been more 
limited. The very mention of the 
pending naval reforms- brought 3 
hostile frown on his handsome 
face. Not interested in anything 
that did not pertain to love-mak.- 
ing, food and liquor, he invented a 
convenient way of staging his 
weekly conferences with the Ad- 
mirals. He invited them to dinner 
in his palace, and after the Napo- 
leon brandy would find its way in- 
to the stomachs of the appreciative 
guests, the host would open the na- 
val conferences with a story goi 
back to the antediluvian days of 
the sailing ships.
